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Mr  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

This  year  has  seen  the  commencement 
of  a considerable  amount  of  activity  in  the  preliminary  preparation 
of  schemes  for  post  war  works  and  at  the  outset  we  wish  to  congrat- 
ulate the  Council  on  the  courageous  and  long  term  policies  which  it 
has  adopted  in  formulating  the  programme  of  works  and  we  trust  that 
we  may  soon  see  the  fulfillment  of  this  programme. 

Infectious  Deseases 

The  only  outbreak  of  infectious  desease  of 
note  has  been  that  of  measles  of  which  there  was  an  epidemic  in 
Chirk  and  the  Ceiriog  Valley  during  the  summer  months. 

It  will  be  noted  that  there  has  beei&  an 
increase  of  the  number  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified  during 
the  year  which  is  partly  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  three  of 
these  have  been  notified  on  discharge  from  H,M,  Forces,

The  national  need  for  liquid  milk  has  resulted  in  a 
further  increase  of  53  producers  on  the  register  of  the  Council 
during  the  year* 

The  Milk  Advisory  Scheme  of  the  Ministry  of  Agricultural 
& Fisheries  is  in  full  operation  in  respeat  of  both  wholesale  and 
retail  producers,  samples  being  tested  regularly  for  keeping 
qualities*  The  results  of  the  tests  are  communicated  to 
producers  at  quarterly  intervals  and  the  majority  of  producers 
appear  to  be  taking  a very  keen  interest  in  the  scheme « The  most 
practical  evidence  of  the  interest  taken  in  the  scheme  is  reflected 
in  the  increased  use  of  milk  coolers,  as  lack  of  booling  appears 
to  be  one  of  the  chief  causes  of  poor  keeping  quality, 

A survey  was  made  as  to  the  psoition  of  the  water  supplies

The  above  figures  leave  a total  of  174  premises  to  whihh 
water  might  be  laid  at-  a reasonable  cost.  Of  this  number- 
approximate  ly  25%  already  have  water  available  for  the  operation 
of  milk  coolers,  although  in  a few  cases  it  is  not  possible  to  use 
the  coolers  throughout  the  whole  year  because  of  shortage  of  water. 
The  attention  of  many  farmers  has  been  drawn  to  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  scheme  of  grants  iror  water  supplies  to 
farm  buildings,  and  to  my  knowledge  application  has  been  made  by 
five  farmers  for  this  grant.  In  addition  at  least  three  farmers 
have  materials  available  for  laying  on  water  and  have  not  been  able 
to  obtain  labour  for  fixing* 

There  has  beeno  a marked  improvement  in  the  structural 
conditions  of  cowsheds  and  general  cleanliness  during  the  last 
few  years. 

The  National  Milk  Testing  Scheme  is  now  in  operation 
throughout  the  whole  of  the  district,  and  I have  received  a list 
of  the  unsatisfactory  results  fot  the  last  three  months  which  are 
set.  out  be  low  j with  the  number  for’  each  let:*  it  vie  district  given 
in  relation  to  the  water  supply  at;  the  farms.

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There  has  teen  no  general  shortage  of  water  during  the 
year  and  all  watter  supply  schemas  have  been  well  maintained. 

There  has  been  some  further  difficulties  of  distribution 
connected  with  Chirk  Water  Supply,  the  area  of  Upper  Chirk  Green, 
Top  Barracks  and  black  Colliery  being  without  a sufficient 
supply  of  water  at  all  timesc  This  matter  was  the  subject  of  a 
special  report  dated  22,11,43  as  a result  of  which  it  was  decided 
to  install  an  automatic  boosing  plant  to  increase  the  pressure  in 
these  area*,  At  the  time  of  writing  this  plant  has  not  been 
de live redc 

Samples  of  water  have  been  taken  from  all  schemes  owned 
by  the  Council  on  three  occasions  and  with  the  exception  of 
Garth  Scheme  all  have  been  satisfactory.  The  pollution  of  this 
scheme  is  receiving  attention  and  an  arrangement  has  been  made 
with  the  owner  of  the  adjoining  property  for  the  prevention  of 
pollution  from,  same. 

There  has  been  difficulty  in  connection  with  tb©  j ,,  „ 
Llangedwyn  C,cf  E0  school  water  supply  and  investigations  have 
shown  this  supply  un satisfactory  both  as  regards  quantity  and 
the  matter  has  been  taken  up  with  the  local  managers  of  the  school.
